KESOUJTIONS  REFERRING  DIFFERENT  I'ARTS  OF 
•    THE  GOVKRNOR'S   MESSAGE  TO  APIMiOPRl.ATE 
COMMnTEKS. 

1.  liesol/i)ed^  That  so  much  of  tho  Governor's  message  as  re- 
lates to  State  defences,  and  the  employment  of  slave  labor  for 
that  purpose — to  raising  ten  rej^imcnls  fur  that  purpose — to 
internal  police  regulations — to  the  manufacture  of  powder 
and  other  munitions  of  war — to  providing  clothing  and  sub- 
sistence for  our  troops  and  officering  those  in  the  service  of 
the  Confederate  States,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Military  Affairs. 

2.  Resolved^  That  so  much  of  the  same  as  relates  to  the 
punishment  of  deserters  from  tlie  army,  and  of  those  who  aid 
and  harbor  them — to  the  right  of  habeas  corpus  and  to  civil 
and  miUtary  law — to  political  prisoners,  citizens  of  North- 
Carolina,  coniin(?d  in  Salisbury  or  elsewhere — to  reinstating 
the  Courts,  Superior  and  Supreme — to  the  certificates  of 
Clerks  to  Judges — to  the  reorganization  of  the  Judicial  Cir- 
cuits and  the  creation  of  a  new  Circuit,  be  referred  to  the 
(Committee  on  tho  Judiciary. 

3.  Jiesolvcd,  Tliat  so  much  of  the  same  as  relates  to  the 
State  debt,  currency,  taxation  of  land  and  slaves — to  the 
Board  of  Claims  and  the  appointment  of  an  Auditor  of  public 
accounts,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

4.  Resolved,  Tliat  so  much  of  the  same  as  relates  to  the  ex- 
portation of  flour,  bacon,  leather,  iSrc,  and  to  the  distillation 
of  spirituous  liquors  from  grain  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Propositions  and  Grievances. 
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6.  Resolved,  That  so  much  as  relates  to  repairing  the  ptibli  c 
highways,  and  to  internal  improvements  generally,  be  refer- 
red to  the  Committee  on  Internal  Improvements. 

6.  lie^ol'oed,  That  so  much  of  the  same  as  relates  to  Common 
Schools  and  the  Literary  !Fund,  and  to  authorizing  the  Literary 
Board  to  appoint  a  Treasurer,  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Education  and  the  Literary  Fund. 

7.  Hesolved,  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  purchase  by 
the  State  of  corn  and  bacon  for  soldiers'  ^vives  and  children, 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Agriculture. 

8.  Resolved,  That  the  committees  above  named,  be  request- 
ed to  take  the  subjects  severally  referred  to  them  in  these  ro- 
BOjutions  into  eai'ly  and  earnest  consideration,  and  report  as 
soon  as  practicable  by  bill  or  otherwise. 
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
